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MINUTES OP THE ANNUAL MEETING 

OFTHB 

WOMAN'S BOHeO OF MISSIOKS FORTHE PACIFIC ISLANDS 

HEI.D June 6, 1905 



The Woman's Board of Missions, in its 
thirty-fourth anniversary, convened in the chapel 
of Central Union Church, fair with floral decora- 
ations, on the morning of June 6. 

The President, Mrs. Scudder, called the meet- 
ing to order by announcing the missionary hymn, 
**From Greenland's Icy Mountains," following it 
with Scripture reading from Mark 12, — the story 
of the widow's mite. She pictured a temple she 
had visited in Tokio, Japan, the paved way to 
the sacred entrance over which not even the car- 
riages of the wealthy might pass, the many 
worshippers pressing forward with their offerings, 
the lowly with their little gifts side by side with 
the favored of fortune — the latter distinguishable 
by their dress, their manner, and their often 
ostentatious display of gifts. Within stood the 
sacred treasure chest, into which the coins jingled 
loudly as they fell; while the open windows above 
admitted fowls of various kinds, the notes of song 
birds sometimes interrupted by the strident tones 
of a cock — a nineteenth century temple in need of 
cleansing. As she had looked upon this scene 
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she remembered another temple with its treasury 
over against which Jesus in his busy life had 
found a little time to sit and watch the casting in 
of coins: and one, a lonely lowly widow, carrying 
but two mites, had **cast in more than they all/' 
The sincere heart purpose behind the gifts meas- 
ures their value today as then — the gifts of time 
and strength and love and sympathy, as well as 
gifts of money, and He who gave himself still sits 
*'over against the treasury." Following her re- 
marks the President led the audience in prayer. 

After the usual monthly reports the annual 
reports of all secretaries, auxiliary societies, heads 
of departments, and treasurer were given. 

The nominating committee presented the names 
of the acting ofl&cers for reelection with two ex- 
ceptions — for Assistant Treasurer, in place of 
Mrs. E. A. Jones removed to Mass., Mrs. W. L. 
Moore, and to fill the chair of Home Correspond- 
ing Secretary thus left vacant by Mrs. Moore, 
Mrs. J. D. Marques. The report was received 
and acted upon affirmatively. 

The closing number of the morning session was 
the President's address on **the problem of larger 
service,*' an earnest plea that we go forward 
along every line. 

Midway of the morning hour ten members of 
the Aurora Society of the Portuguese church gave 
us two musical selections, **The Gondola" in 
English and 'Traise Ye the Lord" in the Portu- 
guese tongue. The courage of the young girls 
was manifest in tne.fact that, though deprived of 
their leading voice in both soprano and alto after 
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their last rehearsal, they did not flinch but went 
forward and acquitted themselves with credit. It 
is the first time our youthful Portuguese friends 
have lent us their aid and it was truly appreciated. 
. The touching incident of the day was the 
arrival at eleven o'clock, in her wheel chair, of 
Miss Chamberlain, who went out from us so sud- 
denly at our last October meeting. Glad smiles 
and moist eyes attested the love which accom- 
panied the presentation to her of Chautauqua's 
**white lilies.'' 

At 12:15 a dainty luncheon, which Mrs. Fuller 
and her chosen assistants know so well how to 
prepare, was served to more than two hundred 
ladies and gentlemen, some of whom could 
express their good will by attendance only 
through the social hour. 

THE AFTERNOON SESSION 

was held in the audience room, a hymn preceding 
prayer by Dr. Scudder. 

There was read a report of the tea-party given 
by the Woman's Board the preceeding week in 
honor of the Evangelical Association. 

The Board received and unanimously adopted 
the report of the committee on work as here 
given. 

WORK FOR THE YEAR 1905-6. 

* 'Your committee chronicle with much satisfac- 
tion the success of last year's programs in the 
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study of **Rex Christus/' and desire to thank the 
ladies who aided in making the course of so much 
interest. 

It is with great pleasure that we announce, 
after a unanimous vote upon the part of the 
members, the continuance of the course in the 
United Study of Missions, in the programs of the 
coming year, taking as the text book and basis of 
the study, "Dux Christus, An Outline Study of 
Japan,'* by William Elliot Griffis. 

We feel assured that the interest and profit in 
this connected study will increase as the months 
go by. It will be of interest to note the fact that 
up to the first of this present calendar year the 
publishers reported a sale of more than thirty- 
seven thousand seven hundred copies of ''Dux 
Christus.*' We are proud to number ourselves 
among the great company of students. 

The special collections for the Armenian 
Orphans and the Pundita Ramabai Fund will be 
taken in October and January as heretofore. Your 
committee would make a special plea for these 
two collections. Last year there was a falling ofif 
in both, notably in the Ramabai Fund. As we 
do no foreign work it would seem most fitting 
that we make a more earnest effort to make these 
offerings liberal. As we broaden our giving so 
will our interests broaden.

Mrs. Coan, chairman of the committee, ex- 
pressed the hope that, in considergition of the 
goodly balance in the treasury and the hopeful 
financial outlook for the year, the Board might 
see its way to act upon the President's suggestion 
to reach out with a helping hand to some beyond 
the confines of our islands, and take up work 
among those to whom no light has come — a work 
whose reflex influence is the enlargement of our 
own hearts. 

Miss Sturgeon favored the audience with a fine 
violin solo, Mrs. Judd accompanist. 

Dr. Scudder of the Hawaiian Board spoke of the 
feeling of mutual helpfulness existing between 
these two Boards, their similar experience of an 
$800 treasury t)alance, and their like disposition to 
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''enlarge the place of their tents,*' referring also 
to the additional helpers coming from the main- 
land and the Orient to engage in the work of that 
Board. He spoke earnestly of the importance of 
dev.eloying the missionary zeal of the young, not 
only among the girls, as in bands, but among the 
boys as well — the boys, who in future days will 
handle the larger portion of the world's moneys. 

Mrs. Whitney spoke of the early days of our 
own Board, our reasons for not becoming auxili- 
ary to the Boston Board, and our success in 
working independently. 

The President explained her morning reference 
to * 'affiliating with the American Board" as 
meaning, not organic union at all, but the simple 
lending a hand to their work in some distant field 
until such time as our strength in that depart- 
ment might be sufficient to maintain a work of 
our own; and again she urgently plead for some 
form of activity along that line. 

Dr. Ostrom, the Evangelist, in the midst of 
preparation for sudden departure, kindly gave 
the Board a fraction of his time, and arriving at 
the moment to catch the President's prompting 
to go forward in foreign work, took that as his 
theme, and spoke forcibly on Foreign Missions. 
The evangelization of the world is the one great 
work of the church, and when all nations shall 
have been discipled then Jesus shall come again. 
Not ours to know the time of his coming, but ours 
to witness to his purpose of redemption, and to 
watch and work toward that end. And it is com- 
ing. The old faiths of the old lands are dismayed 
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before the sure advance of Christianity, and at 
some points crowds press to hear the story of 
salvation. But it comes slowly; and not un- 
reasonably did the awakened heart of the intelli- 
gent Chinaman refuse to credit the message of a 
God of love, because through all these ages ic had 
not before been brought to his forefathers. What 
Christians need for aggressive work is love for 
souls — the love that takes no account of pay or 
thanks or honor — only sonls. They need to love 
God with their minds, to lay hold of every 
circumstance, every advance of science and know- 
ledge, and **love God with it,** making its ulti- 
mate use the salvation of men. The redemption 
of the world does not tarry for lack of outward 
means — there are men enough, and money and 
knowledge and power. When Christian people 
shall be baptized with love for souls, and when 
they shall **love God with all they have and are,** 
then speedily shall the * 'earth be filled with the 
knowledge of the glory of the Lord.*' 

On motion the Board by rising expressed its 
thanks to the various committees, speakers, sing- 
ers, and others who had contributed so helpfully 
to the success of the meeting, and a delightful 
day closed with benediction by the pastor. Dr. 
Kincaid. 

This annual meeting proved one of larger at- 
tendance than usual, about one hundred and five 
being present at its sessions and nearly two hun- 
dred and fifty during the luncheon hour.

THE TEA PARTY. 



The annual tea party, accustomed to be given 
by the Woman's Board of Missions in honor of 
the ministers of the Hawaiian Evangelical Asso- 
ciation, was held this year on Thursday, May 25. 

The list of guests was long and their friends 
many, so that at a late hour a half dozen addi- 
tional tables were laid in the chapel, which had 
previously been beautifully decorated for the 
after-tea program. 

Dainty refreshments for the physical man and 
a flow of soul for heart cheer made the hour in 
the luncheon room a happy one. At its close the 
assembly adjourned to the audience room for 
larger space. 

Mr. P. C. Jones, President of the Hawaiian 
Board, called the numbers of the informal pro- 
gram, which opened with **A11 hail the power" 
and prayer by the pastor. Mrs. Scudder, President 
of the Woman's Board, welcomed the guests of a 
half dozen languages, her address being inter- 
preted into Hawaiian by Mrs. May Wilcox. 
Response was made by Mr. Jones and Mr. Archer, 
Moderator and Vice-Moderator of the Associa- 
tion. Rev. S. L. Desha gave words of greeting 
from the Hawaiian people, speaking in both Ha- 
waiian and English. City pastors brought salu- 
tations from their churches, and items of interest 
concerning their work in the One Master's varied 
field — Mr. Wadman for the Methodist church, 
Mr. Snodgrass for the Christian brethren, and 
Mr. Rath in an earnest plea for his Palama 
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Mission. Foreign pastors of other islands spoke 
also: Mr. . Shields of Hilo, Mr. Buchanan of 
Kohala, Dr. Baker of Kona, and Mr. Santos of 
Paia. Mr. Kumuro of Kona represented the Jap- 
anese people, speaking in English, the pastor of 
the Fort Street Church spoke in his own Chinese 
tongue interpreted by Mrs Damon, and, for the 
newest nationality on the list, Mr. Yoon in well 
chosen English represented the Korean people, 
six thousand strong in the Islands, one-fourth of 
whom are Christians. 

The brief three minute speeches were mere 
suggestions of work and waiting, hopes and dif- 
ficulties, trials and successes, interspersed with 
amusing incidents which spice the way of busy 
workers in a great cause — the key-note of all 
being the blessed unity of the faith and the cer- 
tain ultimate success of work in God's name. 

The last words were from Evangelist Ostrom, 
happy in his enthusiastic Bible conference with 
the Association and delighted to hear ths praise 
of God told in many tongues at once. The open- 
ing and closing hymns were led by Mr. Hillis, 
chorus leader of the evangelistic party now in the 
city, and the benediction was pronounced by the 
blind Hawaiian pastor, Mr. Kaea. Truly, 

"Blest be tLe tie that binds 
Our hearts in Christian love." 
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ANNUAL REPORT OF RECORDING 
SECRETARY. 



We count time by the twelve-months, but as 
the cycling years so rapidly succeed themselves 
we come to note the onflow of the century. Since 
last this Board convened in annual session its age 
has measured a generation in the life of man — 
one-third of one hundred years. 

The organization was formed to promote 
Christian work among women and children of 
heathen lands, especially in the distant isles of 
the sea; but the years have brought the un- 
evangelized from their far off heathen habitations 
into our very midst, and a work larger than the 
mothers foresaw has grown up in our own city. 
The purpose of the Board has not changed, but 
the practical outworking of that purpose has 
taken it away from the wording of its early- 
constitution, and at this time in its history a re- 
vision was made conforming the letter of the 
constitution to the legitimate changes of the 
varied growth. One new office was formed, that 
of Assistant Treasurer, and thereby aid was given 
the one treasurer whose hand has never slackened 
through all this third of a century. 

On the day this revision was made another 
member, faithful through the years, went sudden- 
ly from her chair as acting President to her 
couch, to rest a while. We have missed Miss 
Chamberlain's presence through the months that 
have followed, but we know that we have not 
failed of her love and her prayers. 
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The Board has been most happy in its choice of 
president for the year closing, and the work has 
gone smoothly and well under the leadership of 
Mrs. Doremus Scudder. 

We have had our first experience in the inter- 
national course of mission study and have found 
it highly satisfactory. The text was "Rex 
Christus/' and at seven consecutive meetings 
thirty ladies in brief but able papers gave us as 
many glimpses of old China's life and history. 

Dr. Scudder's address in April on the * 'out- 
working of coordination" introduced us to the 
recent changes in the workings of the Hawaiian 
Board and the hopeful outcome of the same. 

Reports of work among Hawaiians, Chinese, 
Japanese and Portuguese have been given bi- 
monthly, not only those of our own special mis- 
sionaries among these peoples, but items from 
departments not under our control: and it has 
been good to welcome again our own Miss Sunter 
to her mission labor among the Chinese, after a 
year and a half of absence in the Moody Bible 
School in preparation for larger work. 

Our Armenian orphan, Sophia, manifestly 
grows in grace and in knowledge. She has writ- 
ten her first letter in English, and it breathed so 
sweet a spirit that the Board was moved to respond 
in a congratulatory message. 

At the September session we had a touching 
farewell service for Mrs. Marion Dillingham Erd- 
man, of the Gleaners, about to sail with her 
husband, our late Assistant Pastor, to her new 
life and labor in Japan.

In December there came to us, for the first of 
repeated meetings during her six months stay, 
Mrs. Delaporte, from her lonely South Sea home 
on Pleasant Island, whose letters we have heard 
through the recent years with so much interest; 
and we have rejoiced to see her return to her 
work greatly benefitted by the rest from her 
varied and arduous labors. 

Tourists of a day and others of longer sojourn 
have met with us from time to time, exchanging 
words of Christian fellowship and encourage- 
ment. 

Many letters from absent ones who were wont 
to meet with us in days past have been given us 
by the Foreign Corresponding Secretary. 

At the May meeting a committee was appointed 
to convey the Board's congratulations to our 
honored Vice-President and Superintendent of 
Japanese Work, Mrs. O. H. Gulick, about to 
celebrate the fiftieth anniversary of her marriage; 
and the chairman of this committee was our be- 
loved senior Vice-President, who just three years 
ago this May herself enjoyed a like **golden** 
experience. 

The year in the Board's history has been a 
successful one, and the more detailed account of 
its work will be found in the fuller reports which 
follow. 

The average attendance at the monthly ses- 
sions, not including luncheon gnests, has been 
sixty-one.

Our ten meetings have been regularly held 
without any such interference as was caused last 
year by epidemic sickness. Average attendance 
fourteen. The officers have been chosen again 
for the ensuing year. 

Miss Potter has several times led the meetings. 
Mrs. Severance took the opening exercises last 
month, and gave some earnest words about not 
only walking with God, but keeping in step with 
his purpose and desire to us- ward. In May and 
June the topics for consideration were mission 
work in Korea and in the far western United 
States. Mrs. L. C. Lyman talked about Korean 
customs and the effects of Christianity on the con- 
verts, as she had culled information at first hand 
from the bioken English of Korean pupils at the 
Hilo Boarding School: and she added interest to 
her subject by displaying some articles of Korean 
handiwork brought by them from their homes. 
Mrs. Severance in the early part of the year was 
much absent from Hilo on account of ill health, 
but by fall she returned and has been often help- 
ful in the meetings. In September she told of her 
impressions of the Woman's Board in Honolulu — 
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a busy earnestness being a prominent character- 
istic. In October her subject was the Maui Settle- 
ment work; and Miss Potter was equally interest- 
ing on similar work in Oakland, of which the late 
S. T. Alexander was so warm and useful a friend. 
Miss Potter described, too, the beautiful, sym- 
pathetic service held in his • memory at his own 
Oakland Church. 

After the summer vacation we began, at the 
suggestion of the leaders, the systematic study of 
China, as carried on in former years or ^t present 
by different branches of Woman's Boards. Some 
books of reference were immediately sent for; the 
principal one, which a number of us now possess, 
is Rev. Arthur Smith's **Rex Christus." 

We have been fortunate in securing at two dif- 
ferent meetings the presence of Mr. Thwing and 
of Mr. Westervelt, each of whom presented, in 
an impressive way, various phases of Chinese life 
as heathen and as Christians; also the life and 
work of missionaries in China. Mr. Thwing said 
that the missionary's preparations for work in- 
clude an acquaintance- of what is good in the 
heathen beliefs, maxims and practices, that he 
may be able at the outset to show a discriminat- 
ing sympathy with the people, and not at once 
antagonize them by wholesale censure. 

Mrs. Withington's paper from Honolulu on 
the names, ancient and modern, of the Chinese 
nation was read in December. 

Map talks have been an instructive branch of 
our study, also the display of pictures, as found 
in magazines or elsewhere. 
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The objects for which our money is spent are 
as formerly, for the Hilo Free Kindergarten 
$60.00 annually, and the same for the Japanese 
mission. 

This mission is still carrying on in Waiakea 
the Christian day school in the mother tongue. 
There were at last report thirty-seven pupils. In 
the morning hours twenty little ones under six 
are taught; in the afternoons after two o'clock the 
other seventeen. ' These children also attend the 
Japanese Sunday school. The pay was so poor 
that Mr. Sato left the work last fall, but his 
services were so much valued that the children 
begged him to mail letters to the Japanese at 
Waiakea, asking them to pledge ten cents a 
month. About eighty families responded, and 
the teacher returned. In various ways he ekes 
out a living of $25.00 a month. A short quota- 
tion from Rev. U. Yajima's report will be ot 
interest. *'The children are learning to love 
Jesus. One day a priest of Shinto came to the 
home of one of the pupils to ask for a contribution 
for his temple. The boy said to his parents: *It is 
not good to give money for heathen purposes, but 
we should give for Christian purposes.' The 
parents are thinking about it, and we hope the 
son's influence will be a benefit. They came to 
the Japanese church for the first time on Christ- 
mas day." 

In the Hilo Free Kindergarten, whose princi- 
pal is Miss Dolly Sumner, the present enrollment 
is seventy-one. The average attendance is sixty. 
The nationality of the pupils is mixed — ^Japanese, 
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Hawaiian, Portuguese, American. The former 
are the most numerous. There have been excur- 
sions to the beach, and to Mr. Terry's coffee 
mill, a candy treat, enjoyed like a picnic out of 
doors, etc. So far as the school is concerned, this 
has been a prosperous year, though financially 
we are in a little difficulty, lacking about $60.00 
towards our running expenses. Miss Mealoha 
Ulii, who has faithfully served for five years, has 
lately married; Miss Florence Scott substitutes. 
Miss Ruth Guard is the other assistant. We ac- 
cepted with regret the resignation of Miss Ellen 
Lyman in the fall, from the Kindergarten Com- 
mittee. Dr. F. Wetmore was elected in her place. 

The Waiakea mission has a new leader in the 
person of Miss Soper, a trained nurse, and of 
some former experience in settlement work in the 
United States. The sewing school has been dis- 
continued for the present. 

To Mrs. Walsh's Chinese Kindergarten we 
have been able to make a small gift this year. 
The school is most worthy and useful and much 
needs help. 

We have lost this year b}'^ death Mother Reed, 
whose passing was a blessed relief from long 
painful illness. 

Mrs. Lydgate, though she has moved to Hono- 
lulu, still remembers us, and annually sends funds 
for membership.

During the past year we, as a society, have 
held siz meetings, with an average attendance of 
ten. 

Ting Ling, the Chinese helper, in whom our 
financial interest centers, has been able to keep 
on with his work, although with failing health. 
He is a faithful worker, and in helping him to 
give his whole time to the Lord's work, we know 
that many in heathen darkness have the light of 
the Gospel given to them, to dispel the darknees. 

Miss Turner has met with us often, and it has 
been an inspiration and encouragement to hear of 
the work for the Master among the Chinese on 
Maui. Mrs. Evans, formerly of Hampton Insti- 
tute, Va., met with us in August and kindly told 
us of the missionary work done there. At our 
September meeting we were very much interested 
in Miss Wood's account of her work among the 
Chinese in Honolulu. 

We have been highly favored in sharing the 
papers on China, prepared by the ladies of the 
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Woman's Board of Honolulu. The secretary has 
kindly selected and sent us six papers for each 
meeting. We have found them very instructive 
and full of interest. 

We often long to do more to hasten the spread- 
ing of the Gospel to all people, but know that we 
ought not to be wieary of doing little things for 
the love of God, who regards not the greatness of 
the work, but the love with which it is per- 
formed. 

We also know, as Paul wrote to the Corin- 
thians: **Ye are also helping together by prayer 
for us.'' 

"The weary ones had rest, the sad had joy 

That day, and wondered "how?'' 
A ploughman singing at his work had prayed 

"Lord help them now!** 

Away in foreign lands, tbey wondered "how'* 

Their simple word had power ? 
At home, the gleaners, two or three, had met 

To pray an hour ! 

Yes, we are always wondering "how ?" 

Because we do not see 
Some one, unknown perhaps, and far away, 

On bended knee !" 

Be it ours to say as David's followers said to 
their master, *'Thy servants are ready to du 
whatsoever my lord, the king, shall appoint."

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REPORT OF HAWAIIAN WORK. 



At annual gatherings it is wise to recount ones 
blessings; and I can truly say that to me, the 
past year has been *'the best one" since I entered 
the work in Honolulu, though each year has 
brought its pleasures in this service. It has 
meant for me a very busy season, and my interest 
grows in the various branches. 

I find it very pleasant to have so many friends 
among this people, receiving kindly welcome into 
their homes with invitations to *'come again." 

During the year I made 288 calls, besides 240 
with the Bible readers, while they made 8c< by 
themselves. We try to take in the entire city 
but naturally fail of visiting every Hawaiian 
home. However, it means a district from Kalihi 
to Palolo, and from Nuuanu to the sea. 

In our calls we occasionally find quite aged 
persons, mostly women. It is difficult to obtain 
their exact ages. Certain events in their lives 
take the place of dates. One old woman in Kalihi 
said she was a girl ' 'old enough to gather limu' * 
(sea-weed) when she remembers asking her 
mother why she had knocked out three front 
teeth, and received the answer, * 'Because the 
king (Kamehameha I) is dead." Another woman, 
who died last fall, used to give us glimpses of the 
past by her accounts of Boki and his exploits. 
She was a retainer of the Princesses Likelike and 
Kaiulani during their lifetime. 

Your two Bible leaders, Wahinenui and Kau- 
bane, are faithful and devoted women. The 
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former has been associated in this work for many 
years, and I take a great deal of comfort in her. 
They visit the Queen's Hospital the first Tuesday 
afternoon of every month, and I run in there 
whenever I can. We do not find as many Ha- 
waiian patients as formerly. 

It is a pleasure to visit the Maternity Home 
occasionally, with its sunny faced nurses and 
pleasant surroundings, where we find happy Ha- 
waiian mothers. Another cheerful spot is the 
Lunalilo Home. One feature of Hawaiian nature, 
young or old, is the faculty of happiness, what- 
ever may be their lot, and surely the inmates of 
the Home have cause to rejoice in all the good 
things they have — though one often wonders how 
many of them can be so cheeful with the loss of 
eyesight, or of the use of hands or feet. They 
They like to see company, and one can learn les- 
sons of patience from going among them and 
hearing them laugh and talk. 

I have visited the Girls' Industrial School sev- 
eral times within the year. Their warm welcome 
makes me feel happier for having been there; For 
the most part they appear contented. They enjoy 
showing their pretty lace-work, and singing or 
reciting for my benefit. One notes the vast dif- 
ference between the appearance of these girls as 
new-comers and as they look after a few weeks 
stay in the school. Many more girls would be 
far better off there than in the homes of drunken 
parents, or running the streets. 

A week last summer in Kaneohe meant a 
special interest in the Hawaiians and their church 
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work in that place. The Sabbath services and 
calls on some of the people the following day 
were gratifying. When last I heard, the Sunday 
school was prospering.* Occasionally I hear from 
the pastor, who is rejoicing over a new parsonage 
and planning for church building repairs. 

The women's Friday afternoon prayer- meetings 
at Kawaiahao and Kaumakapili have been very 
helpful of late. A seeking for better things, a 
visible reaching after more of the Christ-life, has 
been apparent in the prayers and spirit of those 
present. Their petitions often remind me of a 
child talking to her father — till one can almost 
hear the answer. We have realized the Divine 
presence very near — as when one old lady pray- 
ed, '* Where there is one, Thou art the second; 
where there are two, Thou art the third." 

I enjoyed visiting Kaumakapili Sunday school 
one February morning. They are fortunate in 
having such valuable workers as Mrs. Dilling- 
ham, Mrs. Thompson, Miss Agnes Judd and 
other young ladies. I am glad that the church 
has recently erected a parsonage not very far 
from the chapel for Rev. and Mrs. Lono. 

Kawaiahao Sunday school has grown greatly 
in numbers and interest since the department 
secured Mrs. May Wilcox as the superintendent. 
Her co-operation and sympathy in all the 
branches of Hawaiian work means more to the 
rising generation than they now realize, and will 
not fail of its result. Her weekly sewing school 
in the basement of the church brings pleasure to 
many hearts. The majority of the girls come 
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year after year, thus showing their desire to be 
there. 

It was with regret that I relinquished the sew- 
ing class at Maemae in January. Working 
there for over three years, I had become much 
attached to the children, some of them having 
been pupils during all that time, and I was pleas- 
ed to note progress in their work. But they are 
fortunate in still having Mrs. Waterhouse to 
watch over and care for them, while another dis- 
trict needed me. 

The first Sabbath of December I commenced 
Sunday school work at Kamoiliili, and in Feb- 
ruary opened a sewing school at the church, 
which we have on Thursday afternoon. I find 
that the sewing helps the Sunday school by bring- 
ing more children to the latter, and gives us a 
chance to teach them some needed "manners!*' 
Miss Emeline Green assists me, having the young- 
er children. Mrs. Dora Isenberg generously 
responded when asked for a oontribution to help 
launch our new enterprise, and other kind friends 
have donated gifts — among these a hand sewing 
machine, which helps in "the long seams," and 
teaches the girls besides. Through the thought- 
fulness of two ladies last April, the children had 
a delightful surprise by receiving Easter eggs. 
They have few such pleasures ! 

What Kamoiliili and other districts of our city 
need, are consecrated workers living among the 
people, having evening clubs, classes, games and 
a reading room, into which to gather the boys 
and girls from off the streets, and to inculcate, if 
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possible, the dignity of honest labor. Not but 
what past eflfort of earnest workers here in Hawaii 
has brought forth grand results — only we need to 
further the good work by using modern methods 
in our attempt to save more of our Hawaiian 
children and youth. Trade schools, not only for 
boys but girls also, are important; and above all, 
they and we should remember that to attain suc- 
cess we must persist in * 'keeping at it forever,'* 
however often discouragements may arrive. 

We need to pray daily for wisdom and patience. 
"There is a sublimity to patience. In its highest 
forms it makes one think of God. To do a thing, 
and, when needed, to keep doing it — to wait for 
the desired end, not sluggishly, but diligently if 
necessary — not despondingly, but ever with brave 
hope — this is to imitate our Heavenly Father, in 
whom is grandest character. Some things cannot 
be done in a day. God does not make a sunset 
glory in a moment, but for days he may be mas- 
sing the mist out of which he builds his palaces 
beautiful in the West. Let us labor patiently, 
looking to God for his highest success.'*

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REPORT OF CHINESE WORK. 



During the year that is now closing the work 
among the Chinese women of Honolulu has of 
necessity been kept within its former narrow 
bounds, and conducted along the old established 
lines, notwithstanding the increasing demands 
for better equipments, more extensive operations, 
and a complete centralization. 

The present work is chiefly that of visitation, 
in which the worker distributes tracts and 
sows the seed of Christian truth in simple con- 
versation. Even this feature of the work has 
been more or less neglected because of the 
absence of Miss Sunter, the regular worker. Dur- 
ing the year I was able to go out some among the 
women. I found them ready to hear— not always 
from any high motive, but very * *getatable' * — and 
some are truly anxious to learn. Many young 
girls who are beyond school age and soon to enter 
homes of their own, and many more who are only 
girl mothers, sadly ignorant of the responsibility 
that has so early come to them, need our loving 
sympathy and helping hand. The work is grow- 
ing on all sides and needs much care, so we are 
most happy to welcome home our sister worker. 
Miss Sunter, who will have especial charge of 
this department. After over a year's absence in 
Moody's Bible Institute, Miss Sunter has return- 
ed filled with the rich experiences she has been 
privileged to enjoy, and she has gathered much 
to assist her in her work. • 

The feature of the work among the Chinese 
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women which presents the greatest possibilities, 
and a feature that has never been developed in 
Honolulu, is an appeal to the social side of the 
women through the methods of social settlement 
work. Chinese women are peculiarly susceptible 
to social pleasures, and little attentions shown 
them are never forgotten. They are ambitious to 
learn, and educational advantages appeal to them 
as strongly as they do to men. A Chinese girl, 
educated in the mission in San Francisco, went 
home to China for a visit,, and returning was all 
enthusiasm on the subject of education after 
seeing the dense darkness of her heathen sisters. 
**Men do not want us to get an education,'* she 
said. **They say it is no use for women. I think 
they are afraid to let us be educated for fear we 
will be too clever for them to control; but we must 
have it — women must have theis minds opened." 
In Honolulu there are no special schools for 
Chinese women as there are for men. There are 
no social or educational clubs; and even the 
workers are not so situated as to receive the 
women into their homes to any extent What is 
needed is a social settlement home, which can be 
used as a center for all outside work, where all 
the seed sowing of the past fifteen years'can be 
centralized, and work be done in a more system- 
atic way. The seed is ripe for the harvest and 
we need a home. Here the workers could live 
and receive the women; here classes could meet 
for instruction in English, Chinese, and domestic 
and industrial branches, all of which are dear to 
the heart of the Chinese women of Honolulu; here

meetings could be held, and by this simple step 
many women might be led into the church. 

The workers in the city have long felt the need 
of some such tangible center for their work. The 
demand is now almost imperative if we are to 
hold on to what we have, and if it can be satisfied 
the possibilities for good are almost limitless. 

The attention of the Hawaiian Board has been 
called to this great need; a committee has selected 
a most desirable house, and an appropriation has 
been made to fit it up and pay the rent, provided 
the Woman's Board can supply a worker to take 
charge. This work need not be exclusively for 
Chinese women, but the same home could serve 
as a center for the work among other national- 
ities. With such a home for our work we will 
be in a position to make greater advance during 
the coming year than ever before. 

While this department of the work has been 
more or less at a standstill, the other workers 
have been busy at tneir different posts. Sunday 
school under Mrs. Merrill's wise leadership has 
grown greatly in the number of pupils and 
very earnest teachers. Mills' Institute has also 
had a very prosperous year in every way, and 
our hearts are filled with thanksgiving that the 
faithful, patient work of this and past years is 
bearing fruit, as over twenty of our boys desire 
to come out and profess their love for their 
Savior. Mrs. Thwing has returned with renewed 
vigor and has been able to take up more work. 
She has started, with the help of Miss Wolfe and 
Miss Sunter, a band of King's Daughters, with 
quite a number enrolled. 
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MISS WH ITEM AN 

out of the fulness of her experience writes as 
below: 

**When considering the various departments of 
the Chinese work in Honolulu, each seems to be 
of greatest value, and too much cannot be done 
to meet the demand; but that which presses most 
heavily upon our hearts is the increasing import- 
ance of pushing forward in the interest of women, 
especially that of the young girls who are step- 
ping to the front to fill the place of woman, wife, 
mother and home maker. If this need has been 
imperative in the past, with each added year of 
association with them comes an added burden jof 
responsibility for their future life. Heretofore w^e 
have classified their need under three heads — 
field work or general missionary effort, educa- 
tional, and press work. 

The first has been as faithfully cared for as cir- 
cumstances permitted, considering the inadequate 
force of workers in the field. Every home in 
Honolulu is open to us. We have never before 
met with so hearty response from both Christian 
and heathen women. Scarcely a day during the 
year has passed when one or more has not visited 
our home — the weary-hearted and discouraged 
as well as the happy and ambitious have counted 
us friends, and have come with their joys and 
sorrows, as they could go to no others. These 
friends are in quest of help and advice upon all 
sorts of subjects — spiritual, physical, domestic 
and legal. Often the experiences of a day make 
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one feel that she should be, not only an ordinary 
helper, but doctor, lawyer, preacher, priest, all 
combined, with heads, hearts and hands to suit. 

Experiences this year have been of rather more 
varied and interesting character than usual. Per- 
haps greater respect and confidence ibr Christian- 
ity has grown among them; at any rate they have 
learned to seek our help. This is shown in the 
every day life. A young man may have come to 
the conclusion that it is not a Christian act to buy 
a wife, and he knows he would not be supported 
by his Chinese friends in securing one in any 
other than by the old Chinese custom, so he comes 
for us to intercede for him and, when told it is 
a -matter which he should attend to, takes up the 
task of telling the woman he loves her, and she 
knows it is her privilege to prefer another if her 
heart tells her so. More than one affair of the 
heart has been considered these past months. 
This sentiment has grown to such an extent that 
at the last gathering of our Chinese ministers the 
subject of doing away with the old custom was 
brought before them for consideration, and this 
too without any suggestion from the missionary 
workers, so far as I know. It is encouraging to 
know that the movers in the matter were our 
Christian ministers born and brought up in China 
in our mission schools. 

A wife becomes possessed with the belief that 
her husband is transferring his affections to their 
slave girl and thinks the * 'teacher could stop him 
if she would pray." Again and again some young 
wife has found her heart troubles more than she 
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could bear and has sought advice. The time has 
been when woman thought there was no way but to 
bear and suffer. The most of them now begin to 
feel that love in the home can make the life less 
bitter. 

Parents grow discouraged over rebellious sons 
and daughters. More than a score of such cases 
have come before us. Incapable of managing the 
young folks of today, they turn at once to the 
Christian field worker. 

Continual watch must be kept over the young, 
ambitious girls who are growing beyond maternal 
influence, and recklessly adopting the foreign 
customs — too often supposing the rude, uncouth 
manners which they observe in the bold, unre- 
fined foreign woman to be **the progressive 
spirit." So she often seeks and finds employment 
in positions where she must not be permitted to 
remain, and who but the field missionary will be 
on the lookout for the dear young girl who longs 
for the privilege of launching out into a wider 
sphere than has been accorded to her mother. The 
time is past when she will be satisfied to conform 
to the customs and regulations of her grand- 
mother. Under Christian civilization she has 
been educated out of that, and since we have 
awakened a desire for progress it is our duty to 
guide and control, until judgment and proper 
education are sufficient to direct her. We must 
provide for her. The public school alone is not 
adequate for the demand. Christian teaching and 
fellowship only will give that true, noble, firm 
character which the Chinese girl is capable of 
developing. 
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Allow me to emphasize the importance of the 
second division — educational — which should be 
develoyed far more than we are doing at present. 
This is imperative, especially for the class com- 
prising the young mothers. The retiring disposi- 
tion of the Chinese woman should be ever before 
us when planning work for her. She can not, 
and will not come to us — we must go to her. 
Certainly no better plan can be formed than 
neighborhood circles or settlement work. This 
with suitable leaders, well outlined work, and a 
union meeting of all once a month, for one year 
would produce good results. It has not been my 
privilege to labor with a good laid out plaft, yet 
ray experience has proven to me that such a 
course could be pursued with success. I think 
they are very anxious to fall into line with women 
of other countries and advance. We find much 
reticence, not from any lack of interest, but pure 
timidity in taking part in meetings, and here 
would be the great advantage in the small circles. 
Courage would be generated, while in the union 
meetings there would come a strength from num- 
bers. 

Press work is needed. Literature for the 
mothers' meetings and individual study in 
Chinese can be obtained, and would be a great 
help in bringing truths before them. 

The Chinese women of Honolulu know that 
there is something in the Christian religion which 
is not in their own, and they want it. Pray God 
that He will send His Holy Spirit to work among 
them and that many, yea, all of them, may yield 
their hearts to Him." 
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MISS WOODS, 

telling of her busy life, says: 

**The burden of my heart is the deplorable need 
of the Chinese people. As I visit among the 
shops I find some who receive my calls warmly 
and enjoy the short conversations — some are 
courteous but not receptive, and among these I 
sometimes make friends best by going slowly: but 
in some places I find them lounging on their beds 
smoking opium, or lying like dead men under the 
full effects of it. 

The women are huddled in dirt and poverty, 
many of their husbands out of work. In one of 
these homes I found a little child, killed by the 
electric car. The poor mother was sitting on her 
hard bed with her baby in her arms, rocking back 
and forth and writhing in an agony of pain. A 
small footed woman was hobbling about on her 
crippled feet doing what she could to comfort her, 
and told me in broken English that they were 
very poor. I ministered to her as I could, and 
now when I visit them this woman will sit by me 
and try so hard to talk — an occasional word of 
broken English thrown into her Chinese. These 
people do not forget an act of kindness. 

At Liliha street mission we have services twice 
a week. There are always a number of children 
there and often men and women. The latter seem 
to find the singing of the children a pleasure in 
their monotonous lives. When a Chinese speaker 
is there they are attentive, but they have not the 
slightest knowledge of becoming deportment in a 
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service, and visit while I talk. It is much easier 
when there is an assistant, but we rarely have 
one. 

The Sunday school on Vineyard street has still 
its old sad need of teachers, while the average 
attendance of fifty might be doubled with due 
help and interest, bringing in the children from 
their Sunday ball games. 

The night school has been well attended and 
has now an enrollment of thirty. The larger 
help during tde past year has been of great bene- 
fit to it. The Chinese pastor, Mr. Ho, comes on 
Friday evenings and teaches the gospel. Several 
attend church and Sunday school and express a 
desire to become Christians.

MISS SUNTER, 

in the following brief report, notes advance made 
while she was gone from us: 

**In resuming my place in your midst it is with 
a deep sense of my obligation to those who have 
faithfully * 'filled in the gap*' during my absence. 
It is largely due to their untiring eflForts that work 
among our Chinese girls and women has so 
steadily progressed, even in the face of almost 
insurmountable difficulties. For there has been 
progress, deep and far-reaching. I have been 
impressed with it everywhere. In their own lives 
our Chinese people have gained in victory over 
self, developed in character, and grown rich in 
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manhood and womanhood. Who shall say that 
t his isjnot truest progress ? 

Honolulu presents a remarkable field for work 
among our Chinese women and girls — a field 
glowing with possibilities and white already to 
the harvest. It only remains for us to go forward 
and, with men and means, capture this vast 
stretch of neglected human territory for Jesus 
Christ, our King.'' 

Truly work is going forward, and we are 
cheered that new workers are coming from China 
to join us. Joy fills our hearts to see the awak- 
ening on all sides, and we need to be full of the 
**motherho6d'' of the Holy Spirit that we may 
** brood over'* these sisters of ours of every race 
and age. 

Will not this new year, after all we have just 
received, mean more to each one of us ? Can we 
not as a Board be more zealous, and go forward 
in God's strength to accomplish great things for 
our heavenly King."

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REPORTOF JAPANESE WORK. 



Reports of the same work given year by j^ear 
must have much of sameness about them, and 
while we cannot promise anything very new or 
striking in the one for this year, there is enough 
in the work that is encouraging to lead us to 
thank God, and look forward hopefully to a new 
year. 

The number of workers has been increased by 
five, three evangelists, the wife of one of these, 
and a Bible woman; so that now there are in the 
Islands sixteen evangelists, all married men but 
one, and two Bible women. 

One of the new evangelists has gone to Koloa, 
Kauai, another with his wife is in Honolulu, 
supplying the Nuuanu Street Church which w^as 
left without a leader last fall, by the going of Mr. 
Okubo and family to Oakland, where he is 
preaching to a small Japanese congregation. The 
church has made earnest effort to get a pastor 
from Japan, but so far without success. It is bad for 
the church to be left so long without a pastor, and 
the attendance has fallen off some, biit the church 
is united and harmonious, and of late the church 
members and the Christian Endeavor Society 
have seemed quite waked up, and earnest to 
bring others into the light. We hope that the 
influence of God's Spirit which has attended Dr. 
Ostrom's preaching may reach all of the nation- 
alities dwelling in the Islands. 

Mrs. So's Bible work is especially with this 
church, and they consider her a valuable helper. 
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She reports having made six hundred visits dur- 
ing the year. She usuall}'^ finds the working 
women so busy that she cannot sit down and read 
with them, as she can with the few who are in 
homes of their own and have leisure, but she 
talks to them of some Bible truth that she has 
prepared beforehand, and invites them to come to 
church. 

Seven women have been received into this 
church during the year, most of them from the 
Woman's Home under the care of the Bible 
woman. Since the first opening of the Home, 
about four years ago, three hundred women have 
for a longer or shorter time shared its privileges, 
and during the past year seventy have been re- 
ceived into it. Almost all of these are women in 
trouble, who go there to escape from cruel hus- 
bands, or from being compelled to lead a bad life. 
The husbands usually appear after a while, and 
long and sometimes trying conferences are held 
with them by the matron, which often results in 
a reconciliation, and a promise of better conduct 
on the part of the husband. If this promise is 
given, and the wife is willing to go with her hus- 
band, she does so. If the man is too bad, and 
the wife unwilling to return to him, Mrs. So finds 
the woman a place to work where she can sup- 
port herself, though she sometimes has had to in- 
voke the aid of the police before the man would 
let the woman work in peace. 

It speaks well for the influence of the matron 
over the women under her care, that those who 
are out at service generally come to her on the 
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Sabbath, when they have a little time given 
them, and go with her to the evening service at 
the church. 

I am happy to say that through ;he kindness 
of friends the Home is now in receipt of sufficient 
funds to cover its monthly expenses, for which 
we are thankful. 

Miss Sakuragaro is a new Bible woman, train- 
ed in Tokio, who has come to work with the 
church at Makiki under Mr. Okumura's care. 
This church was formed last year of twenty-five 
members, who started out with the determination 
to endeavor to double the number within a year, 
which has been more than done. There are sev- 
eral women belonging to the church, and many 
more in that neighborhood, so that a Bible 
woman will be very successful in that district. 

The work in Kakaako is being carried on by 
an evangelist. Night schools and Sunday schools 
are kept up at all the centres, and Christmas was 
observed by the different Sunday schools with 
the usual enthusiasm. 

The Boarding school under the care of Mr. and 
Mrs. Okumura is flourishing, the numbers keep- 
ing up well. 

A daily school for Japanese young men was 
being taught by Miss Whiteman until she was 
called away to other work, and Miss Toda is now 
carrying it on in a very satisfactory manner. This 
is an important branch of the work, as it brings 
the young men under the influence of earnest 
Christian ladies, and more or less under Christian 
instruction. 
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WORK ON THE OTHER ISI«ANDS. 

The third evangelist who has come here for 
work during the year, is Mr. Komoro, a young 
man who spent several years in study in the Hilo 
Boarding school, and has since been studying 
two years in the Moody Institute, Chicago. He 
is well fitted for work in these Islands, and comes 
back full of zeal to work for his countrymen, and 
is going up to Kona, a new and promising field, 
where there are man)' Japanese, and where he 
will have the advantage of being near Dr. and 
Mrs. Baker. 

A new station has been opened at Olaa, where 
Mr. Kodama and family are now settled. 

The work in the other stations is being faith- 
fully carried on, but the constantly increasing 
number of Buddhist priests makes it more and 
more difificult. There are, it is said, twelve priests 
scattered along in the Hilo and Hamakua dis- 
tricts, and on all the plantations they have open- 
ed schools to teach the children to read and write 
their own language. This has had the effect of 
lessening the numbers in the Boarding school at 
Honomu. The parents finding schools teaching 
Japanese in their vicinity, and wishing, naturally 
enough, to have their children with them, have 
taken them out of the Honomu school. We re- 
gret this much, for instead of the rising genera- 
tion of Japanese growing in the knowledge of the 
Christian religion and under good Christian in- 
fluences, they will grow in the superstitions and 
false religions of their parents. In some cases the 
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priests have represented to the planters that their 
schools were branches of the Honomu school, 
and so have obtained help and encouragement 
under false colors. I am glad to say that on Mr. 
Baldwin's plantation on Maui he insisted in hav- 
ing a Christian teacher, and a fine man has come 
from Japan and taken up that work at Puunene. 

There also a new evangelist, well recommend- 
ed, with a wife trained in the Kobe Training 
School, has been settled during the past year. 

The pastor in Wailuku, who has worked faith- 
fully in the Islands for seven years, is about re- 
turning home to Japan with his family. 

On Kauai there is but one evangelist, the one 
at Koloa, but we hope to be able to send one soon 
to Makaweli. The Christian teacher of a flourish- 
ing school for Japanese children is **holding the 
fort" at Lihue, while they are without an evan- 
gelist. 

The war with Russia still continues to take 
from the Islands many of the men and much of 
the money of the Japanese people. We can but 
sympathize with them in their great rejoicing 
over the wonderful successes of their army and 
navy, while we earnestly hope and pray that this 
very sanguinary struggle may soon come to an 
end, and peace once more reign over the patriotic, 
courageous people of the Land of the Rising Sun .

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REPORT OF PORTUGUESE WORK. 



** Bless the I^ord oh my soul, and all that is 
within me bless his holy name/* The past year 
has been one in which our faith at times has been 
sorely tried, and our hearts have almost fainted 
within us, yet today the words of the Psalmist are 
the expression of our own hearts, because we feel 
that the Lord has been with us and has in a 
great measure blessed us and given us courage to 
continue to wage battle against sin, superstition, 
and error. We are glad to testify that the Spirit 
of the Lord has been working in our midst, and 
that during the meetings conducted by Dr. 
Ostrom some for whom we have long been 
praying have decided to give themselves 
up to Christ. Great interest was manifest- 
ed by our young people in these meetings, and we 
believe that lasting impressions have been made. 
We do not see outsiders at our services as often 
as we would like, but they do come occasionally, 
and the seed has been sown in the hearts of those 
who. on account of fear of the opinions of their 
neighbors and friends, never attend, and no 
doubt, in time much of error and prejudice will 
disappear. The protestant religion, they say, is 
a good one to live by, but not to die by. They 
cannot realize that if one only lives right there 
need be no fear of death. It is not an uncom- 
mon thing for a woman who has an unkind or 
dissipating husband, to express a wish that he 
would attend our church, because the men of our 
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church are sober and kind to their wives, and do 
not spend their time and money in a way which 
brings ruin and sorrow to their families; or for a 
mother with a wayward son or daughter to wish 
that her child would come and learn obedience. 
We thank God for the testimony thus given, 
though unconsciously, to the saving power of the 
Gospel, 

Our Bible reader, with her message of love and 
with good literature, is every where kindly re- 
ceived, and by some even urged to come oftener. 

In the sewing class, loo, religious instruction is 
given, and I am sure that those girls who belong 
in catholic families take into their homes a far 
different conception of our religion than has ever 
before existed there. 

Many Christian people seem to have no idea of 
the ignorance and superstition pertaining to 
Catholicism. I quote an example. Not long since 
a protestant woman visiting a catholic woman 
noticed on the wall a picture of the Christ bound 
with a ribbon. Following her caller's glance the 
woman said, **Yes, He is tied up and must re- 
main so until he gets work for my husband, for I 
have been asking him to for a long time.'* Just 
think of it ! She thought she was punishing her 
Saviour because he had not answered her peti- 
tion ! What a conception this poor woman had 
of the loving Son of God, who is so willing to 
listen to and help his children. She did not 
know of that mother who came to Him asking 
that her child might be healed, and went away 
rejoicing over her prayer answered, nor of the 
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centurion pleading not in vain for a word of heal- 
ing for his servant. 

How much need there is for instruction in the 
Holy Scriptures, and yet men are more ready to 
teach tradition of church and human saints, than 
to teach the simple Scriptures which testify to 
the sympathy of God*s Son and the truth and 
light of the gospel. The church, the Sunday 
school, the C. E. society, the Juniors, the Aurora 
society and the Woman's Missionary society are 
all trying to diffuse this light. 

May this coming year be one of growth and 
triumph for our King.

During our lessons on the ** Introduction of 
Christianity' ' Miss Agnes Judd, in a most inter- 
esting talk, told of her travels in Rome, dwelling 
especially upon the facts bearing on the persecu- 
tions of the early Christians. Later, Mrs. De la 
Porte told of the introduction of Christianity in 
Nauru. Reminiscences of our own missionaries 
were delightfully pictured by Mrs. Coan. In 
April Mrs. Frear read extracts from Mrs. Erd- 
man's letters, telling of modern mission work in 
Japan. At our annual meeting Mr. Rider read 
a paper on the Kakaako mission work which 
should be heard by a much larger audience. 

Out of the nine missions, five were devoted to 
a consecutive study of early missions, the other 
meetings were devoted to a study of the home 
work. 

All have been asked to learn one golden text 
at each meeting; the Juniors have been called 
upon to recite these texts. 

The financial condition at the beginning of the 
year was rather precarious, our pledges far ex- 
ceeding the amount in the treasury, but the 
treasurer's report at the end of the year shows 
that our receipts will more than cover our ex- 
penditures. 

The largest number of members present at any 
one meeting was twenty-eight, the smallest num- 
ber fifteen.

President's address. 



THE PROBLEM OF LARGER SERVICE. 

As we are looking forward to another year I 
would like to bring to your cotisideratloti **The 
Problem of Larger Service." 

Growth is the natural law. We must go for- 
ward or backward, we can not stand still. The 
past year's work is a cause for gratitude and en- 
couragement, so let Forward be the watchword 
in the coming months. 

How caU we as a Board become inore efficient ? 
In spite of having an attendance of from forty to 
sixty some one not lobg ago said to me: *'The 
Board meetings are so poorly attended." At first 
glance this condition might be considered dis- 
couraging but on the contrary I see hope. 

I was once asked to speak before a missionary 
society in one of the largest churches in Chicago 
soon after my first return from Japan. The meet- 
ing was held in a private house, a baker's dozen 
or so being present. The one item I remember 
in the secretary's report was this: ' *The weather 
being fine there was a large attendance at our 
last meeting; eighteen were present." Yet I 
happen to know that this same society gave 
twelve hundred dollars into its Board's treasury 
that year. Another society with which I am 
familiar often had fifty present at a private house, 
and when the new church was built adjourned to 
its prayer meeting room for more space. Yet its 
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money gifts were far less than the other — the sum 
being made of many littles representing often 
much of self denial. Of these two it is a question 
whether the society characterized by a larger 
participation of its members in the work did not 
accomplish more for the kingdom of Christ. The 
gifts enable the work to go on, but you know the 
poet says: **Who gives himself with his gift feeds 
three, himself, his hungering neighbor and Me.*' 

If forty to sixty is a poor attendance let us re- 
joice and try to have a good attendance. Make 
an engagement with yourself for the first Tuesday 
afternoon from September to June, then watch 
out for your hungering neighbor. Very likely 
she doesn't know she is hungry but perhaps you 
can create a desire for this branch of the Master's 
service. Many professing active Christians are 
not especially interessed in missions. They do 
not at all feel that the command of the Lord Jesus 
to '*go into all the world and preach the gospel to 
all nations' ' was spoken to them. They think it 
means some one else who can go far away, or else 
they content themselves by saying they do not 
believe in Foreign Missions with so much to do 
at home. I know of no better opportunity to 
satisfy the exacting demands of those who would 
be excused from this duty and privilege than we 
have here in our Woman's Board. 

Invited to attend a missionary meeting in a 
church to which we had recently gone, I was 
surprised to find only five present. On enquiry 
I learned that four others were occasional atten- 
dants. Surely this was a splendid chance for

growth. Immediately we began tc work out the 
ideal plan of united Home and Foreign Missions. 
In about two years, out of a tiny church, we had 
a membership of thirty or over with nearly all 
present at the meetings. One sweet little woman 
gave the usual rebuff that she did not believe in 
Foreign Missions. *'Very well/* was the answer, 
**here is the treasurer of our Home Department 
please unite with that,** which she did. Not long 
after she was asked to prepare a program and 
found it most interesting work. Her enthusiasm 
grew with individual effort. Later on she was 
appointed to prepare a Foreign Missionary pro- 
gram and she confessed afterwards: **I was 
ashamed when I found how little I knew about 
it,** and she desired to join that branch and study 
up the subject. 

Another member of this society said she had 
been invited so repeatedly by the pastor's wife 
that she was ashamed not to go, and when she 
did attend she was captured by the cordial wel- 
come of the members and the interesting program. 

You have had the same experience no doubt. 
Not all invitations are accepted. We must re- 
member the importunate widow and be willing 
for Christ's sake to be repeatedly refused and 
sometimes snubbed. Let us add one petition to 
our daily prayer, that the Lord will grant us that 
**sweet reasonableness** which will attract others 
to His service. There is encouragement in num- 
bers, strength and enthusiasm in consecrated 
endeavor. Let us rise to our full stature to meet 
the opportunities and privileges of another year. 
If it is to be our last, and doubtless it will be for 
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some of us, let the I,ord when he cometh find us 
"watching.** 

How can we increase our funds so as to enable 
us to branch out into larger work ? 

In trying to ascertain the present membership 
of the Board in order to increase it I met this 
condition; that the list of life members contained 
the names of sixty who have passed on to their 
reward. At the last annual meeting twenty -seven 
expressed a desire to be annual members, WE^gesi 
of these were already life members and t^ir 
names appear in both lists. Our treasurer also 
tells me that not all life members are contributing 
members. It is the beautiful custom of certain of 
our members to make some one a life member at 
each annual meeting. I have read of those who 
have been drawn into active service by such 
thoughtful remembrance on the part of a friend. 
May it not be, on the other hand, that some have 
considered life membership a passport to later 
inactivity? ** Would it be good" as the Japanese 
say, if each one who was made a life member by 
a friend should in return bring in a new active 
member to our Board this year? Belonging in 
this list I will try to do so. Will you? 

With my limited experience it is not easy to 
attempt the solution of this problem. But per- 
haps you will pardon the suggestion that it would 
enable us to know the exact membership, if all 
would announce themselves as annual or active 
members by the payment of one dollar and con- 
sider the rest of their gifts a subscription. W^e 
know we have generous donors who contribute as 
the Lord has blessed them, but we have others 
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who gladly give the little and wish it were more. 
Should it not be the policy of the Board to en- 
deavor in every way to increase, the number of 
these annual or active members, some of whom 
would be willing to devote but one dollar a year 
to this form of benevolence, while many would be 
glad to subscribe more, and ought not every one 
who contributes one dollar or more to be enrolled 
upon the list of annual or active members ? Such 
a policy would afford every one us opportunity 
for personal work in recruiting for the Board, 
while it would in no wise interfere with the 
constant enlargement of the list of life members. 
Each resident adult life member might also thus 
be led to feel that loyalty to the privilege confer- 
red upon her required her participation in the 
work of the Board to the extent of an annual 
contribution of at least one dollar. With an in- 
crease in membership would thus come a definite 
increase in funds. 

In the beginning of the year it was my purpose 
to have some new member or members at every 
meeting, but in this I have failed. I will ask you 
all to help me renew this aim the coming year. 

It may also be that some, as they are casting 
up accounts to see how the Lord has blessed 
them, will find their tenth larger than last year 
and be able to increase their subscription. Would 
that those whose hearts have been quickened to 
greater love by the recent revival meetings might 
consecrate themselves and all they have to His 
service. 

We can grow not only within but without. We 
have an active branch of the Woman's Board in 
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Hilo, in Makawao, in Lihue Why not one in 
Waimea, Kauai, Kohala, and one in Kona when 
that new church is established. Mrs. Baker of 
Kona has set us an example by joining our Board 
without ever havivg met with us. She and Dr. 
Baker have a great work before them in Kona 
and we may well look for large results among the 
women there. 

It has been and is the earnest desire of some of 
our members once more to participate in the work 
of the foreign field. Why should not we aflfiliate 
ourselves with the American Board as do the 
three great woman's Boards of the States? Let 
us not hesitate at small beginnings. We need 
not wait till we are able to support a missionary 
— let us assist some school or a Bible reader. We 
have members of this Board whose parents saw 
and were active in the beginning of work in these 
Islands, Would it net be interesting for this 
generation to begin some work in our new Island 
possessions, the Philippines? If there be any 
virtue, if there be any praise, think on these 
things.'* 

In closing I must add how pleasant this past 
year with you has been to me. Not only has the 
work of the Board been interesting and helpful, 
but the willingness to accede to any suggestions 
that have been made, and the cordial welcome 
you have given me personally, have made me feel 
at home. Our service together has been a privi- 
lege. May the coming j^ear be to all of us one of 
richest spiritual blessing and to the Board one of 
constant enlargement.

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CONSTITUTION. 



Article 1. This society shall be called the 
Woman's Board of Missions for the pacific 
Islands. 

Art. 2. The object of this Society shall be to 
awaken in its members and others a deeper inter- 
est in missionary work; to encourage those who 
personally labor among the unevaugelized; and 
to receive and appropriate such funds as may be 
raised to promote Christian work at home or 
abroad. 

Art. 3. The payment of One Dollar shall 
constitute Annual Membership; Ten Dollars, Life 
Membership. 

Art. 4. The Officers of the Society shall be a 
President, Vice-Presidents, Recording Secretary, 
Home Corresponding Secretary, Foreign Corres- 
ponding Secretarj^ Treasurer, Assistant Treas- 
urer, and Auditor, who shall respectively perform 
such duties as usually pertain to such offices. 
These officers shall be elected annually and, (ex- 
cepting the Auditor, who shall be a gentleman), 
they shall constitute a Board of Directors, five of 
whom shall be a quorum for the transaction of 
business. They shall have authority to fill vacan- 
cies occurring in their number during the year. 
The Presidents of Auxiliaries shall be Vice-Presi- 
dents ex'Ojfficio of the Woman's Board of Missions 
for the Pacific Islands. 
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Art. 5. The Hawaiian Board shall constitute 
an Advisory Committee. 

Art. 6. Regular meetings for business, for 
reports of Auxiliaries and of Heads of Depart- 
ments, together with a literary program, shall be 
held monthly unless otherwise voted; and there 
shall be an Annual Meeting in June at which the 
Annual Reports shall be presented, including re- 
ports from Heads of Departments and all Auxil- 
iaries. Special meetings may be called by any 
three of the Officers by giving due notice. 
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BY-LAWS. 



1. The regular monthly meeting shall be held 
on the first Tuesday of the month. Due public 
notice of the same shall be given. 

2. The order of exercises for the monthly 
meeting shall include: 

Devotional Exercises. 

Reports of Secretaries. 

Report of Treasurer. 

Collection. 

Report of Heads of Departments. 

Report of Auxiliaries. 

Business. 

Literary Program. 

3. All societies contributing ten dollars or 
more to this Treasury shall become auxiliary to 
the Woman's Board of Missions for the Pacific 
Islands. The Presidents of such Auxiliaries shall 
be Vice-Presidents of the Board ex officio, 

4. At the regular meeting in April a nominat- 
ing committee shall be appointed to secure officers 
for the ensuing year; also a committee to arrange 
for the annual meeting in June. It shall be the 
duty of the latter committee to prepare a program 
for the literary work of the coming year, to be 
presented to the Society at its annual meeting for 
approval or otherwise. 
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5. Business of importance shall be considered 
by the Board of Directors before presentation to 
the Society for action. All questions brought be- 
fore the Society at its regular meetings may be 
decided by a vote of the majority of the members 
present.
